CMS continues to amass sighting reports from around the globe. 

In Sept. 2010 there were 353 sightings reported to MUFON through CMS worldwide. Of these, 310 were 
in the United States, of which 15 were in Michigan. Most impressively there were 15 Landings, Hovering, or 
Takeoffs reported and 9 Entities observed worldwide.

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UFO Researcher Wendelle Stevens dies 




at age 86

Retired USAF Lt. Col. and UFO researcher Wendelle C. Stevens, author of such books as 1986’s 
UFO Crash at Aztec: A Well-Kept Secret , has died at the age of 86. He passed away on Tuesday, September 
7, 2010, at 4:21 p.m. of a massive heart attack. Another source says he died at 4:44 pm in his home in Tuc¬ 
son, Arizona of respiratory failure. 

Wendell C. Stevens was born January 18, 1923, in Round Prairie, Minnesota. After enlisting in 
1941 n the US Army and he was transferred to the Air Corps in 1942. He was accepted for Aviation Cadet 
Training the same year and graduated from Fighter Pilot Advanced Training in 1943 as a very young 2nd 
lieutenant in the then U.S. Army Air Corps. After that he attended the first Air Corps Flight Test Pilot 
School at Kelly Field where he learned to fly all the aircraft in the Air Corps inventory at that time, and a 
few U.S. Navy Aircraft. He was assigned as the first commander of the First ARU Floating, an aircraft, 
maintenance squadron, in the Pacific theater. This continued until the war ended in 1945. 


Wendelle Stevens was actively involved in ufology for 54 years, first as Director of Investigations for the Aerial Phenom¬ 
ena Research Organization (APRO) in Tucson, Arizona, where he retired. 

Becoming disenchanted with the dearth of detail on contact events reported in contemporary books and journals of the time, 
several years ago, Stevens began preparing detailed reports of his own investigations of extensive and on-going UFO contact cases 
that came to his attention. These reports often ran to over 200 pages and some to over 600 pages, in length and were published in 
heavily illustrated permanent hard cover library style bindings. 

He amassed one of the largest collections of UFO photos and investigated a number of contact cases, published in more 
than 22 books. His most famous one was the Billy Meier case in Switzerland. 

In December 1997 he received an award for lifetime achievement at the First World UFO Forum in Brazilia, capital of Bra¬ 
zil. He was a founder and Director of the International UFO Congress and recently transferred his extensive photo collection, library 
and archives to Open Minds Production. 

Stevens often expressed strong opinions. For example, Stevens included a section in his UFO Crash at Aztec book about the 
alleged crash of a UFO at Laredo, Texas on July 7, 1948, believing that the UFO was a top-secret U.S. experimental aircraft and that 
the burned body allegedly found was that of a large rhesus monkey. In a 2009 interview, Stevens said that, although he believed 
many UFO incidents do involve extraterrestrial spacecraft, he thinks the 1948 Laredo crash was really a secret experiment that origi¬ 
nated at the White Sands, New Mexico missile range. 

For serious ufologists, one of the most problematic associations that Stevens had was with Billy Meier, who most in ufology 
feel is a hoaxer. Wendelle C. Stevens' several volumes of Message from the Pleiades: The Contact Notes of Eduard Billy Meier , 
were the world's introduction to the citizen of Switzerland who claims to be a UFO contactee and the source of many controversial 
UFO photographs presented as proof Meier has had contact with space aliens.

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The Vatican and United Nations ready for contact?

Lets see??? Where do I begin??? 

Seems to be a ton of new activity in high places in the regards to 
alien life and human contact with these beings from beyond our world. 

Lets first look at the United Nations new appointed position to 
the "United Nations Office for Outer Space Affairs" and the naming of 
Mazlan Othman to be Alien - UFO ambassador in case contact is made. 

This United Nations office is responsible for promoting interna¬ 
tional cooperation in peaceful uses of outer space.

She does have a background in science and other space related credentials like overseeing the Malay¬ 
sian national space program, and she saw over the training and flight of Malaysia’s first astronaut. Mazlan Othman’s job as within 
UNOOSA includes possible issues that may involve space technology, and the preparedness and protocols if an asteroid or comet 
was on a direct collision course with Earth. One U.N. peer out of the UK, a Professor Richard Crowther, said ‘Ms. Othman is abso¬ 
lutely the nearest thing we have to a ‘take me to your leader’ person”. 

Next I think I will touch on the Vatican and some of the things coming out of it. This story is even strange for me to read. 
It seems the Vatican's astronomer says he'd love to 'baptize an alien'. Yes... You read that correctly. He wants to baptize an alien if 
we make contact. Dr Consolmagno is the curator of the little known Pope's meteorite collection, and he is a trained astronomer as 
well as a planetary scientist at none other than the Vatican's own private observatory. Dr Guy Consolmagno, 57 who was speaking 
publicly at a British Science Festival in Birmingham, also mentioned to the festivals attendants that intelligent aliens may be living 
among the heavens and most likely are to have souls.

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Major Discovery: New Planet Could Harbor Water and Life

An Earth-like planet spotted outside our solar system is the first found that 
could support liquid water and harbor life, scientists announced today. Liquid water 
is a key ingredient for life as we know it. The newfound planet is located at the 
"Goldilocks" distance-not too close and not too far from its star to keep water on its 
surface from freezing or vaporizing away. And while astronomers are not yet able to 
look for signs of biology on the planet, the discovery is a milestone in planet detec¬ 
tion and the search for extraterrestrial life, one with the potential to profoundly 
change our outlook on the universe. 


"The goal is to find life on a planet like the Earth around a star like the Sun. This is a step in that direction," said 
study leader Stephane Udry of the Geneva Observatory in Switzerland. "Each time you go one step forward you are 
very happy." 

The new planet is about 50 percent bigger than Earth and about five times more massive. The new "super- 
Earth" is called Gliese 581 C, after its star, Gliese 581, a diminutive red dwarf star located 20.5 light-years away that is 
about one-third as massive as the Sun. 

Smallest to date 

Gliese 581 C is the smallest extrasolar planet, or "exoplanet," discovered to date. It is located about 15 times closer to its 
star than Earth is to the Sun; one year on the planet is equal to 13 Earth days. Because red dwarfs, also known as M 
dwarfs, are about 50 times dimmer than the Sun and much cooler, their planets can orbit much closer to them while still 
remaining within their habitable zones, the spherical region around a star within which a planet's temperature can sustain 
liquid water on its surface. 

Because it lies within its star's habitable zone and is relatively close to Earth, Gliese 581 C could be a very im¬ 
portant target for future space missions dedicated to the search for extraterrestrial life, said study team member Xavier 
Delfosse of Grenoble University in France._"On the treasure map of the universe, one would be tempted to mark this 
planet with an X," Delfosse said. 

Two other planets are known to inhabit the red dwarf system. One is a 15 Earth-mass "hot-Jupiter" gas planet 
discovered by the same team two years ago, which orbits even closer to its star than does Gliese 581 C. Another is an 8 
Earth-mass planet discovered at the same time as Gliese 581 C, but which lies outside its star's habitable zone. 

Possible waterworld 

Computer models predict Gliese 581 C is either a rocky planet like Earth or a waterworld covered entirely by 
oceans. "We have estimated that the mean temperature of this super-Earth lies between 0 and 40 degrees Celsius [32 to 
104 degrees Fahrenheit], and water would thus be liquid," Udry said. 

The scientists discovered the new world using the HARP instrument on the European Southern Observatory 3.6 
meter telescope in La Sille, Chile. They employed the so-called radial velocity, or "wobble," technique, in which the 
size and mass of a planet are determined based on small perturbations it induces in its parent star's orbit via gravity.

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Udry said there was a fair amount of time between the calculation of Gliese 581 C's size and the realization it 
was within its star's habitable zone. "That came at the end," Udry said. When it did hit him, Udry knew he would be 
spending time fielding phone calls from the media. "You right away think about the journalists who will like it very 
much," he told SPACE.com. 

More to come 

David Charbonneau, an astronomer at the Harvard-Smithsonian Center for Astrophysics (CfA) who was not 
involved in the study, said the new finding is an "absolutely fantastic discovery. It means there probably are many 
more such planets out there," Charbonneau said in a telephone interview. Whether Gliese 581 C harbors life is still 
unknown, but "it satisfies for the first time a key requirement." Charbonneau also praised the team's technical skills. 
"The wobble induced on the star by each of these planets is really tiny - It’s just a few meters a second. That means 
their measurement precision is exquisite," he said. 

David Latham, another astronomer at Harvard-Smithsonian CfA, echoed other scientists' praise of the discov¬ 
ery but said the next step is to find a similar world where the orbit of the habitable planet carries it between Earth and 
its parent star. This will allow scientists to observe it using the transit technique, whereby the small dimming starlight 
caused by the planet's passage across the face of its sun can be used to calculate its size. “Only then can scientists de¬ 
termine for certain whether the world is rocky or covered by water,” Latham said. 

Alan Boss, a planetary theorist at the Carnegie Institution of Washington, said the new planet's potential for 
liquid water made it "fascinating." Gliese 581 C "is the closest planet to another Earth that has been found to date. I 
hope the SETI folks are listening," Boss said. 

Seth Shostak, a senior astronomer at the SETI institute, said the Gliese 581 system has in fact been looked at 
twice before for signs of intelligent life. The first time was in 1995 using the Parkes Radio Telescope in Australia; the 
second time occurred in 1997 using the 140-foot telescope in Greenbank, West Virginia. Both times revealed nothing. 
"It has been looked at twice, but that doesn't mean we shouldn't look at it again," Shostak said. "And indeed we should 
because this is the best candidate the extrasolar planet guys have come up with yet." 

Shostak said he was "jazzed" by the discovery. "This is pointing to something that in the past has only been an 
assumption, namely that Earth-sized worlds are not rare," he said. "We know of only two [planets in the habitable 
zone]. We know this one and we know our own. But two is better than one." 

Shostak said the Gliese 581 system will likely be looked at again over much wider range of the radio spectrum 
when the new Allen Telescope Array begins operations this summer. "You could say it's going to the head of the 
class," he said.

Bill Murphy’s Column 


Ever get a little tired when people you talk to roll their eyes if you bring up your interest in UFOs, or they say some¬ 
thing to the effect that they thought you had more sense, or, maybe most disturbing of all, break off into their vocal rendi¬ 
tion of the old TV program Twilight Zone’s “do-do-do-do” main theme? Well, UFO researcher and lecturer extraordinaire 
Stanton Friedman has an arsenal of bon mots —pregnant sayings that he intersperses throughout his presentations to create 
dazzlement and at the same time provide a memorable “tag” for an important point that he wants to make. One of my fa¬ 
vorite “Friedmanisms” is his saying that we have to stop being “apologist ufologists.” I think he’s absolutely right on this 
one. In my November presentation to our organization, Northern Lights: the Michigan UFO Experience , I intend to pro¬ 
vide some Michigan ammunition that I think strongly makes the case to friends, family, and co-workers that unidentified 
flying objects deserve respect and attention, and that you haven’t been wasting your time on the subject. My last MIMU¬ 
FON presentation dwelt upon the fact that ufology wasn’t all that different from Science in its warts; this presentation goes 
on the offensive to make the positive case that UFOs are indeed “Serious Business.” 

I’ve done the core Michigan UFOs presentation a few times now, but will expand it to include more Michigan cases, 
both the “classic” ones to which I’m adding some little-known or “new” information I found during my researches over the 
last three years, and some dramatic but little-known cases. Regarding the “classics,” for instance, among other items we’ve 
got some additional “human interest” touches to the 1953 Kinross case, as well as radar-records from the 1994 Holland- 
Grand Haven sightings that most people haven’t seen. In between these cases there’s more information surrounding the 
famous “Swamp Gas” sightings of 1966. On lesser-known but amazing cases, you’ll learn such things as how “Michigan’s 
Flying Bird Cage” debunks the debunkers, and how a dramatic Selfridge Air Force base case so concerned the Continental 
Air Command that it reversed its position regarding reporting radar detections of UFOs. And we’ll discover that wading 
around in a devastated Michigan com field in the dark can, sometimes, contribute importantly to our understanding of crop 
formations. There’s even a tie-in with a weird CEIII reported by a 12-year-old boy on the state’s west side and a harrowing 
experience I had after midnight, alone next to the Third Pyramid at Gizeh in Egypt. 

I plan also on providing a series of powerful arguments for taking UFOs seriously, positions 
that I believe are unanswerable by the critics. As mentioned elsewhere, I have some points to 
make about the Roswell mystery that I maintain must be accepted by all who claim even a pass¬ 
ing interest in the subject, points that cast strong doubt, whatever one’s preconceptions, upon the 
proposition that Roswell was a “non-event.” I’m using both logic and the Air Force’s own mate¬ 
rials on the subject—the accepted USAF position—to show the inconsistencies in the now-fourth 
set of “official” explanations that have been provided for public consumption. 

Along the way, we’ll consider enough UFO history both to provide a background for the 
Michigan cases that will compose most of the presentation, and allow us to show how Michigan 
has played a critical role in that history. Then-Congressman Gerald Ford’s role in this history is 
extremely significant but poorly understood, as we’ll demonstrate. Plus, the Ford Congressional 
correspondence at his Presidential Library at the University of Michigan, which has not to my 
knowledge been well-studied, provides a capsule summary of most of the human reaction to 
UFOs and their implications. There’s a rather chilling 1957 “Big Brother” communication to a 
Michigan UFO group that also needs to be considered here. 

One of the most important things you learn as a UFO investigator is that every UFO case has two main elements: the 
initiating phenomenon, whatever that is or may be, and the human reaction to it. To get at the core of a UFO report re¬ 
quires understanding how the witness perceives what they’ve reported. But beyond that, it’s critical to be sensitive to how 
their experience impacts the person involved. We’ll see the life-altering effects of UFO events again and again in Novem¬ 
ber’s talk. 

I’ve been reading three recent books that will be fully incorporated into the November presentation, works that will 
provide the latest support for some of the arguments I’ll be making about the significance of UFOs. Leslie Kean’s UFOs: 
Generals, Pilots, and Government Officials Go on the Record , along with the work Ms. Kean has done to have some of

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these people make public statements to support what they say in the book, may indeed help provide some momentum 
towards making UFOs considered seriously by the American public as a whole, and in particular some of those in opin¬ 
ion-making positions. A distillation and expansion from some of the book’s themes will help bolster my arguments for 
taking UFOs seriously. Incidentally, as I was polishing this article for submission to MIMUFON Newsletter Editor Dave 
Twichell I received and read the current MUFON UFO Journal , which has an article and book review about Kean’s 
book, as well as a “Guest Opinion” inspired by it—more than 6 pages in all. I’ll be taking more explicit statements and 
points in Kean’s book to support my contentions. Dr. Peter A. Sturrock’s A Tale of Two Sciences: Memoirs of a Dissi¬ 
dent Scientist is an autobiography by an immensely erudite and accomplished, yet civilized and approachable, scholar. 
Dr. Sturrock co-founded the Society for Scientific Exploration, engineered the famous Rockefeller Review of UFOs, and 
performed some of the most important surveys that proved how, when assured anonymity, astronomers and other techni¬ 
cally-minded people show an open-mindedness towards UFOs that they don’t demonstrate in public. Dr. Thomas E. Bul¬ 
lard, who spoke some years back to Michigan MUFON, has just had The Myth and Mystery of UFOs published by a uni¬ 
versity (Kansas) press, that publication itself being an achievement for ufology. I will make a few points demonstrating 
from Eddie Bullard’s work how ufology deserves respect as a credible field of study, no matter what the debunkers say. 
Plus, Bullard has several points that help us understand ufology better as a cultural expression, quite aside from the core 
phenomenon that interests us. In addition to these three new books, I want to suggest a work that was updated last year. 
When we consider Roswell as a possible anomalous event, Don Schmitt and Tom Carey’s Witness to Roswell: Unmask¬ 
ing the 60-Year Coverup , whose first edition I reviewed some time ago, will be proposed as the one recent work on Ros¬ 
well that all people, positive, negative, and fence-sitting alike, should read if they want to understand the human implica¬ 
tions of what happened in New Mexico in the early summer of 1947. 

We’ll also have for sale copies of the current International UFO 
Reporter , which issue includes my article on Gerald Ford, and the ear¬ 
lier IUR issue that has what is still the best treatment available of the 
Holland-Grand Haven sightings. Based upon the reception this presen¬ 
tation received this past week, including the fact that it apparently 
changed a mind or two about UFOs, I’d urge you to consider inviting 
people you know who, while open-minded, may not be at all con¬ 
vinced about unidentified flying objects. And the presentation should 
provide a basis for better understanding Michigan’s true significance 
in this remarkable and important study that engages the rest of us.

Gerald Ford’s Response to One Critical Letter 
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Former Air Force officers discuss UFO sightings

WASHINGTON - Armed with declassified documents and vivid details, a group of former Air Force officers gathered 
Monday to go public with an assertion they have kept mostly under wraps for decades: that UFOs visited the bases they 
were stationed at and caused nuclear weapon system to temporarily malfunction. 

The group, convened by UFO researcher Robert Hastings, came to the National Press Club in Washington to 
discuss their individual experiences and to urge a government that tried to ignore and silence them when they came for¬ 
ward years ago to finally come clean. 

Hastings said he believes that visitors from outer space are fixating on nuclear weapons because they want to 
send a message: Disarm before the world destroys itself. 

Robert Salas, a former missile launch officer at Malmstrom Air Force Base, said that 10 nuclear missiles were 
suddenly and inexplicably disabled in March 1967 at the Montana installation after members of his flight security team 
saw a "large glowing, pulsating red oval-shaped object" about 30-40 feet in diameter hovering over the front gate. When 
he reported the incident to his superiors the next day, he was told to keep quiet. 

"What you have heard today is evidence of a phenomenon. It sounds fantastic, and it is fantastic," said Salas, 
after he and his fellow officers from other bases in the Western U.S. shared similar accounts. The government, Salas 
said, is "deliberately withholding the facts, continuously since 1969 and, by doing so, do not allow the people of this 
country to engage in the decision regarding events that are clearly a national security issue for concern all of us. We're 
simply asking for the truth." 

From 1947 to 1969, the Air Force investigated unidentified flying objects under what was called Project Blue 
Book. Of a total of 12,618 sightings under the program, 701 remained "unidentified." The military discontinued the pro¬ 
gram after consulting with scientists and concluding that none of the objects posed a threat to national security or could 
be identified as "extraterrestrial." 

When asked to comment on the new assertions, an Air Force spokeswoman cited a 2005 fact sheet that said: 
"Since the termination of Project Blue Book, nothing has occurred that would support a resumption of UFO investiga¬ 
tions." 

Hastings said he has heard of a UFO incident occurring at Malmstrom as recently as 2007. 

The declassified documents Hastings presented at Monday's news conference include decades-old government 
memos detailing reports of sightings of objects in the skies above Alabama, Montana, New Mexico and North Dakota. 
"The American people have a right to know the facts," Hastings told reporters. "This is a national security issues but it is 
(also) a need-to-know issue, a right-to-know issue. Citizens in every country on Earth should be let in on this secret." 

Hastings said he has talked to 120 former or retired U.S. military about the presence of UFOs at nuclear weapons 
sites across the United States and around the globe as early as 1945, when the world entered the nuclear age with the 
bombings of Hiroshima and Nagasaki. For some of the officers who came forward Monday, going public wasn't easy. 

Bruce Fenstermacher, a missile combat crew commander at F.E. Warren Air Force Base in Cheyenne, Wyo., 
was "laughed at" by superiors when he reported a UFO sighting at a launch site that one of his sergeants had passed on to 
him, he said. He decided to keep his head low after that. 

"I was very careful about who I told what," he said. "I was concerned. I don't want to be considered a kook. But 
I think it's more important to come out and tell our story."

CGI’s Mr.Ed: ET UFO Are Real: Ben Rich Lockheed CEO 

Admitted In His Deathbed 


Ben Rich Lockheed Skunk Works CEO had admitted in his Deathbed Confes¬ 
sion that Extraterrestrial UFO visitors are real and U.S. Military travel to stars. Accord¬ 
ing to article published in May 2010 issue of the MUFON UFO Journal - Ben Rich, the 
“Father of the Stealth Fighter-Bomber” and former head of Lockheed Skunk Works, 
once let out information about Extraterrestrial UFO Visitors Are Real And U.S. Military 
Travel To Stars. 

What he said might be new to many people today, but he revealed the informa¬ 
tion before his death in January 1995. His statements helped to give credence to reports 
that the U.S. military has been flying vehicles that mimic alien craft. The article was 
written by Tom Keller, an aerospace engineer who has worked as a computer systems 
analyst for NASA’s Jet Propulsion Laboratory.

NUGGET ONE: “Inside the Skunk Works (Lockheed’s secret research and development entity), we were a small, intensely 
cohesive group consisting of about fifty veteran engineers and designers and a hundred or so expert machinists and shop workers. 
Our forte was building technologically advanced airplanes of small number and of high class for highly secret missions. 

NUGGET TWO: “We already have the means to travel among the stars, but these technologies are locked up in black pro¬ 
jects, and it would take an act of God to ever get them out to benefit humanity. Anything you can imagine, we already know how to 
do. 

NUGGET THREE: “We now have the technology to take ET home. No, it won’t take someone’s lifetime to do it. There is 
an error in the equations. We know what it is. We now have the capability to travel to the stars. First, you have to understand that 
we will not get to the stars using chemical propulsion. Second, we have to devise a new propulsion technology. What we have to do 
is find out where Einstein went wrong.” 
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NUGGET FOUR: When Rich was asked how UFO propulsion worked, he said, “Fet me ask you. How does ESP work? 
’’The questioner responded with, “All points in time and space are connected?” Rich then said, “That’s how it works!” 

Fockheed "Skunk Works" former CEO knew the Roswell extraterrestrial UFO influenced designs of Testor model kits for Roswell 
UFO models, and U.S. top secret aircraft. According to a CNI News report by Colorado resident Michael Findemann, the design 
information was derived from forensic illustrations and numerous witness testimonies about the Roswell UFO, provided by William 
F. “Bill” McDonald. 

In an e-mail, dated July 29, 1999, apparently addressed to Findemann, McDonald referenced an excerpt of a discussion with 
Harold Puthoff, founder of the highly classified U.S. “remote viewing” program. 

McDonald said: “Well Hal, you asked for it! Now that legendary Fockheed engineer and chief model kit designer for the 
Testor Corporation, John Andrews, is dead, I can announce that he personally confirmed the design connection between the Roswell 
Spacecraft and the Fockheed Martin Unmanned Combat Air Vehicles (UCAVs), spy planes, Joint Strike Fighters, and Space Shut¬ 
tles. 

Andrews was a close personal friend of "Skunk Works" CEO Ben Rich — the hand-picked successor of Skunk Works foun¬ 
der Kelly Johnson and the man famous for the F-117 Nighthawk "Stealth" fighter, its "half-pint" prototype the "HAVE BFUE", and 
the top-secret F-19 Stealth Interceptor. Before Rich died of cancer, Andrews took my questions to him. 

Dr. Ben R. Rich former Lockheed Skunk Works CEO confirmed: 

1. There are 2 types of UFOs — the ones we build and ones 'they' build. We learned from both crash retrievals and actual 
"hand-me-downs." The Government knew and until 1969 took an active hand in the administration of that information. After a 
1969 Nixon "purge", administration was handled by an international board of directors in the private sector. 

2. Nearly all "biomorphic" aerospace designs were inspired by the Roswell spacecraft — from Kelly's SR-71 Blackbird on¬ 
ward to today's drones, UCAVs, and aerospace craft. 

3. It was Ben Rich's opinion that the public should not be told [about UFOs and extraterrestrials]. He believed they could 
not handle the truth — ever. Only in the last months of his decline did he begin to feel that the "international corporate board of di¬ 
rectors" dealing with the "Subject" could represent a bigger problem to citizens' personal freedoms under the United States Constitu¬ 
tion than the presence of off-world visitors themselves.” 

Lindemann added that “Bill McDonald received the above information from Andrews from 1994 until their last phone call 
near Christmas in 1998.” Lindemann also noted “It should also be known that Dr. Ben R. Rich attended a public aerospace designers 
and engineers conference in 1993 before his illness overwhelmed him in which he stated — in the presence of MUFON Orange 
County Section Director Jan Harzan and many others that ‘We’ (i.e., the U.S. aerospace community/military industrial complex) had 
in its possession the technology to "take us to the stars". 

NASA cannot deny secrets discovered by UK hacker Gary McKinnon and many astronauts if it expects full funding from 
the Obama White House administration. 

Lockheed Skunkworks Engineer USAF, and CIA Contractor Admitted: UFO Are Real 

Don Phillips: "These UFOs were huge and they would just come to a stop and do a 
60 degree, 45 degree, 10 degree turn, and then immediately reverse this action".

Well, if they were hostile, with their weaponry they could have destroyed us a long time 
ago. We got these things that are handhold scanners that scan the body and determine what the condition is. We can also treat 
from the same scanner. 

“I can tell you personally that we've been working on them. And we have ones that can diagnose and cure cancer. One 
of the purposes I had for founding my technology corporation in 1998 was to bring forth these technologies that can clean the air 
and can help get rid of the toxins, and help reduce the need for so much fossil fuel. Yes, it is time. I can tell you personally that it 
has already started. “

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British X-Files reveal secret UFO study

Britain released hundreds of previously secret "UFO 
files" on Thursday, including a letter saying that Winston 
Churchill had ordered a 50-year cover-up of a wartime en¬ 
counter between an unidentified flying object and military 
pilot. 

The files, published by the National Archives , span 
decades and contain scores of witness accounts, sketches and 
classified briefing notes documenting mysterious sightings 
across Britain. 

One Ministry of Defense note refers to a 1999 letter 
stating that a Royal Air Force plane returning from a mission 
in Europe during World War II was "approached by a metal¬ 
lic UFO." The unidentified author of the letter says his 
grandfather attended a wartime meeting between Churchill 
and Dwight Eisenhower during which the two expressed con¬ 
cern over the incident and "decided to keep it secret." 


The Ministry of Defense subsequently investigated the case but found no written record of the incident, the files 
say. In a 1999 note, the ministry said it "does not have any expertise or role in respect of UFO/flying 
saucer' matters or to the question of the existence or otherwise of extraterrestrial lifeforms, about which it remains totally 
open-minded." 

Latest in a series of releases 

Britain has been slowly releasing long-classified files related to sightings of mysterious craft in the skies above 
its cities, compiled and investigated by the Ministry of Defense over past decades. 

Some cases subsequently received rational explanations, such as meteors burning up in the atmosphere, but 
many are unsolved. One memo, dated 1997, contains reports of "sonic booms" and a mysterious plane crash in northern 
England. No wreckage was found in an ensuing search by the police and rescue teams. Another incident refers to sight¬ 
ings of a "black triangular UFO" over the home of the shadow home secretary in Kent in the late 1990s. An investigation 
showed no breach of security. 

In a case filed in 1995, the captain of a plane approaching Manchester's airport reported a near-miss with an 
"unidentified object," and a witness on the ground separately provided a sketch showing a UFO "20 times the size of a 
football field." An inquiry failed to indentify the object, the memo said. 

Cold War incidents 

Buried deep among meticulous sketches and ministry memos, some files refer to curious episodes in Britain's 
history. During the Cold War, Britain sent fighter jets to intercept Soviet aircraft as often as 200 times a year, one docu¬ 
ment from the ministry showed. The note, filed in 1996, said mystery sightings picked up on radar during the Cold War 
were invariably proved to be Soviet anti-submarine or long-range reconnaissance planes. 

"Prior to the demise of the Former Soviet Union, aircraft were scrambled some 200 times annually to intercept 
and investigate uncorrelated tracks penetrating the UK Air defence region (AKADR) from the north," it said. The last 
such scramble was in September 1991 — around the time of the collapse of the Soviet Union.

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Disclosure by Acclimation | 

NBC has come out with yet another “who are the aliens?” show for 
our consideration. Their craft crashed landed in Alaska in 1944. (I guess 
using Roswell in 1947 has been overplayed or there were legal ramifica¬ 
tions involved in using that scenario.) The occupants are very human in 
appearance, bearing only a one percent differential in their DNA from that 
of us humans. The U.S. military discovered the survivors and they have 
been held as “guests” in a detention camp right there on the spot ever since. 
However some of them were able to get away before being detected and 
have been living among us ever since. The fact that they age at a ridicu¬ 
lously slower rate than we do keeps them as ageless as vampires.

The people in the neighboring dimension are mirror images of us although their society seems a bit more 
advanced than our own. The main character, Walter, discovered a method of traversing through to the other side to save the life of his 
alternate son, Peter, who had died from a rare disease on this side. He brought the other Peter back as a child who had no idea that he 
didn’t really belong here. Now the adult Peter realizes what has happened and he uses the process to get back to his original dimension. 
The problem is that this constant dimension hopping has weakened the membrane between the two dimensions and consequently build¬ 
ings and people inadvertently slip through to the other side, threatening to destroy both dimensions by merging as one. 

Are these shows simply entertainment for entertainment’s sake, capitalizing on the general public’s recent interest in such phe¬ 
nomena, or is it a further example of indoctrinating the public to the UFO and related realities? 

Meanwhile, back in the real world, serious documentaries on the UFO topic are become more and more commonplace. They 
still offer equal time to the UFO debunker who offers nonsensical explanations to unexplained cases that tend to bolster the UFOlogist’s 
position. 

On September 27, 2010, Air Force officers and UFO researchers teamed up to conduct a press conference at the prestigious 
National Press Club in Washington DC. (See page 11 of this publication.) The topic focused on UFOs being spotted over nuclear mis¬ 
sile sites and rendering many missiles harmless. The conference was carried live on CNN and treated almost reverently by many of the 
major media. Now there’s a headline! 

The Pope recently declared that extraterrestrials were “God’s children” as much as we are. This was followed even more re¬ 
cently by the curator of the Pope's meteorite collection, Dr Consolmagno, publically offering to “baptize an alien”. (See page 4.) What 
better acceptance of ET’s existence than the church preparing to convert an entire newly discovered species? 

To legitimize the matter further, the UN has dubbed Mazlan Othman, a Malaysian astrophysicist, as the official "Greeter" to 
any contacted species from space as the head of the newly formed "United Nations Office for Outer Space Affairs". (See page 4.) 

England’s Nick Pope told James Fox in the documentary “I Know What I Saw” that he predicted official UFO disclosure to 
begin with a “little d” instead of a “big D”. UFO researcher Richard Hoagland recently stated on Coast to Coast (regarding disclosure) 
“This drip, drip, drip has become a splash, splash, splash.”
